the history of modern warfare. It was 
a crucial movement, and if it had suc- 
ceeded the confederacy would not have 
lasted so long as it did. With the An- 
drews raiders triumphant, the source 
of supplies for the confederate forces, 
stretched from Mississippi! to Rich- 
mond, would have been severed and 
the entire military machinery would 
have crumbled. 

The raid of especial interest 

Atlanta and Chattanooga, all the events 
having taken place between these two 
cities when they were ‘small and im- 
poverished villages, and the names of 
the brave men connected with the pur- 
sult of the raiders are nameg still 
borne by leading citizens here. 
James J. Andrews, a spy and contra- 
band merchant in the service of Gen- 
eral O. M. Mitchel, ts thought to have 
been the originator of the scheme to 
capture Chattanooga, and his name has 
been used to designate the unsucceas- 
ful raid which ended with his execu- 
tion. Mitchel had been left in contro] 
of middle Tennessee when Genera! 
Buell moved westward to join Grant 
at Shiloh, and tmmediately started an 
energetic campaign to subdue his ter- 
ritory. 

Would Have Meant Disaster 
Chattanooga was an important point 
still held by the confederate forces, 
and its capture would have meant dis- 
aster to their cause. Andrews had ac- 
curate knowledge of the surrounding 
territory, and he conceived the scheme 
of crippling the city by cutting off all 
sources of supplies, then attacking vie- 
orously and investing before reinforce- 
ments could be had. 

He planned to take a small body 
picked men into Georgia, and at some 
potnt on the Western. and Atlantic 
railroad, owned by the state. seize 
an engine, run it toward Chattanooga. 
burning the bridges as he went. At 
the same time, General Mitchel would 
take Huntsville, Ala.,scure a Memphis 
and Charleston railroad train and pro- 
ceed to Chattanooga, which could easily 
be captured, as all roads by which aid 
might have been secured would then 
have been in the hands of the enemy. 
It was a brilliant scheme, one which 
the energy and emergency of the time 
gave rise to with men who dared un- 
lertake the execution. The date set 
was Apri! 11, 1862. when simulta- 
neous advance was to be made and the 
entire south crippled at one decisive 
plow.

Heavy rains and storm impeded 
their travel that it was impossible for 
them to make the early train which 
left Atlanta at 4 o'clock every morning. 
Reasoning that the same delay would 
meet Mitchel’s forces, they decided 
postpone the execution of the plan un- 
til the next day, April 12. 

Their presence on the train. dressed 
as they were in citizens’ clothes, excited 
no suspicion, and when Big Shanty 
was reached, 7 miles above Marietta. the 
passengers sat down to breakfast little 
dreaming what was about to be done. 
Andrews and his men, twenty in num- 
ber, as two of them had gotten left, 
working quickly, soon detached the en- 
gine “General” and three freight cars 
from the rest of the train, put on ful] 
speed and set off toward Tennessee. 

Started in Pursuit on Foot. 

As soon as their departure was dis- 
covered Conductor William A. Fuller, 
well Known in Atlanta, started off on 
foot to catch them, undaunted by the 
danger which threatened. He was ac- 
companied by Anthony Murphy, fore- 
man of motive power of the road, and 
Jeff Cain, engineer. 

At Moon's station, some miles away, 
they secured a platform handcar, were 
reinforced by two section hands and 
two citizens from Acworth, and con- 
tinued their pursuit. Near the Etow&h 
bridge they found the engine “Yonah,” 
which they commandeered, and at full 
speed were soon careening madly after 
Andrews. 

At Kingston the raiders oo found 
their traffic impeded by freights. Ex. 
plaintng that they were a powder train, 
racing to Beauregard, they soon got 
through. When the “Yonah” came up 
they had been gone some minutes, and 
the way was again blocked

‘which set him out afoot in pursuit of 
a railroad engine in the control of 
‘twenty armed men, he pressed into 
service a Rome road engine, the “wi}- 
liam R. Smith,” with Oliver Wiley Har- 
bin as engineer, and kept on. Five 
miles away they were forced to quit. 
the raiders having torn up a section of 
the track. 

Again the pursuit was continued on 
foot, until a freight train, drawn by 
the “Texas,” was met. With the pur- 
suers on board, Engineer Peter Brack- 
en. late of Macon, backed into Adairs- 
ville, left his cars on a siding, and 
continued the chase, running back- 
wards. There were now tn the party 
W. A. Fuller, Henry Haney, Alonzo 
Martin, Fleming Cox, Anthony Mur- 
phy and Peter Bracken.

He was 
telegraph operator at Dalton, and find- 
ing the wires not working had started 
out to look for the trouble. All along 
the line he found the wires cut, the 
work of the raiders. He was helped 
aboard the moving engine by Mr. Ful- 
ler, who wrote out a message to Gen- 
eral Leadbetter, in Chattanooga, ap- 
prising him of the situation, which 
Henderson sent from Dalton. 
The “General” Was Sighted. 

Just above Calhoun the “General’’ 
was sighted. The raiders made every 
effort to stop their pursuers, crossties 
were dropped on the track, cars were 
dropped from their string, and one car 
was even set afire in the hopes of 
burning a bridge, but the rain put it 
out. Every obstacle was surmounted 
by the determination of the men on 
the “Texas.” 

At last, on a steep grade below Ring- 
gold; with Chattanooga almost in sight, 
the wood and water of the “General” 
gave out, and the raiders took to the 
woods. In the next two weeks all were 
captured, Andrews being hanged June 7 
in Atlanta, where the Georgian Ter- 
race now stands. Seven others were 
subsequently executed, the remainder 
either escaping or being exchanged. 
Mitchel’s movement from Huntsville 
was a failure, due to the delay of An- 
drews. 

Because of the failure Chattanooga 
was not taken for months, not until 
Sherman made his memorable “March 
to the Sea.’’ The little engine 
Which did such valiant work for the 
state and the south continued its daily 
run through the mountains of north 
Georgia until superseded by more pow- 
erful models, when it was relegated to 
the scrap heap. 

The “William R. 
“Yonah” finished their days as station- 
ary engines and as junk. The “Gen- 
eral” was finally rescued from the scrap 
heap and mounted in the station in 
Chattanooga. The “Texas.” the queer 
little engine which was the pride of 
the state at one time, and which was 
the instrument used to save the con- 
federacy at a most critical period, is 
now in Grant park, exposed to the 
wind and the weather.

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TRIED IN ALBANY 


Charged by Government With 
Attempting to Defraud 
Bank of Tifton. 


Albany, Ga., April 11.—(Special.)— 
The trial of Frank Scarboro, former 
cashier of the First National bank, of 
Tifton, in the United States court 
here, under indictments growing out 
of alleged violations of the national 
banking laws, is regarded as one of 
the most important cases of the kind 
ever heard in thts state. 

The government's interest is’ indi- 
cated by the appointment last night by 
the atterney general of the United 
States of John D. Pope and Sam S. Ben- 
nett, Albany attorneys, as assistants 
attorney general of the United States 
to assist the district attorney in the 
prosecution. The trial has been in 
progress all the week. 

Scarboro is represented by Talley 
& Heyward, of Macon: Reuben Arnold, 
of Atlanta; Judge D. F, Crosland, of 
Albany; L. W.. Skeen, of Tifton, and 
F. S. Boatwright, of Cordele. 

Three years ago Sherrill Smith, a 
national bank examiner, made an ex- 
amination of the Tifton bank, as a re- 
sult of which Scarboro was charged 
with issuing certificates of the bank 
without authority of the directors and 
with intent to defraud the bank. A 
federal grand jury in session here some 
time after returned an indictment con- 
taining a large number of counts, The 
case was continued, and at the present 
term of court an additional indictment 
containing three counts was returned. 

When the case came up for hearing 
Monday the defendant's attorneys, an 
imposing array, entered demurrers to 
both indictments. After argument on 
the demurrers, Judge Speer rendered 
an opinion, the effect of which was to 
overrule the demurrer to the first in- 
dictment, except as to twv counts, and 
also to overrule the demurrer to the 
second indictment, containing three 
cvunts. ‘The trial then proceeded after 
a jury had been chosen. 

Bank officers trom Chicago, 
sonville, Valdosta and Tifton have 
been here in attendance all the week 
as witnesses in the case, which is be- 
ing bitterly fought by both sides.

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TO CONFEDERATE WOMEN 


Columbia, 8S. C,, April 11.—The me- 
morial to the confederate women of 
South Carolina, erected by the state, 
was unveiled here at noon today with 
appropriate ceremonies and before a 
crowd representing every section of 
the state. The monument, erected on 
the state house grounds, is a beautiful 
work of the sculptor’s art, and repre- 
sents the first memorial ever erected 
independently by a state to women. 

General C, Irvine Walker, command- 
er-in-chief of the United Confederate 
Veterans, turned the monument over 
to the custody of the Daughters af the 
Confederacy, and then introduced the 
orator of the occasion, Major Joseph 
W. Barnwell, of Charleston, 8. C, 

The ceremonies opened with a’ prayer 
by Rev. J, G. Richards, chaplain of the 
Tenth South Carolina regiment, C. 5. 
A. Then followed the opening address 
by General Walker, chairman of the 
monument commission. He.was in 
turn followed by the orator, Major 
Barnwell, The monument was unveil- 
ed at an appropriate time during the 
address of Major Barnwell. 

The unveiling was followed by 
firing of an artillery salute by 
German Artillery, of Charleston. 

A musical program then came, and 
finally the benediction by Rey. F, O. 8, 
Curtis. 

A picked company of cadets from 
Clemson college camped on the grounds 
near the location of the monument and 
took part in the exercises. 
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“rom 4:30 to 6:30 o'clock. 


Conspicuous among the attendants 
at the exercises were many of the 
women who lived during the civil war 
and had borne the burdens of the strife 
the monument commemorated, They 
occupied seats of honor 
badges supplied by the local chapter, 
United Daughters of the Confederacy, 

his afternoon a reception to the 
state president, Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, the officers of the South Car- 
olina chapters, United Daughters of the 
Confederacy, and the regents of the 
state chapters, Daughters of the Amer- 
ican revolution, was given by the two 
local chapters,.

The monument was designed by F.

COMMISSION RECOMMEN 
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MERCY IN JEFFERSON CASE 


It has transpired that the prison 
commission, in passing on the case of 
James Jefferson, the Columbus mer- 


chant who is to be hanged there today’ 


for the mtrder of Foliceman Marion 
Marchant, recommended that clemency 
be granted to the extent of commuta- 
tion to life imprisonment. 

The governor, after a careful con- 
sideration of the case, could not see 
it in that light, and declined to inter- 
The governor's reasons for this 
course were given in The Constitution 
at the time of the announcement of 
his decision, 

Friends of Jefferson's family have 
requested that the statement of the 
prison commission regarding the case, 
showing why it recommended clemen- 
cy, be also given to the public. The 
prison commission's sftement is pub- 
lished herewith: 

“This is an application to change 
the penalty of a verdict from death to 
life imprisonment, for murder under 
the law is either death or life impris- 
onment, as the jury may desirg. The 
jurors who rendered their ver “t un- 
der oath n@w say ina like ma r un- 
der oath that they desire th Jenalty 
changed and give thelr reasuns there- 
for.

The Convicting Evidence.

Only 
these are mentioned because we be- 
lieve it was on their evidence that the 
verdict was rendered without recom- 
mendation of life imprisonment. It is 
shown by evidence that Effie Crump 
and Lula Carlton are negro prosti- 
tutes and unworthy of belief, and that 
A. B, King is a negro of very bad char- 
acter and unworthy of belief. Besides, 
it is shown in a letter from Deputy 
Sheriff Gibson, who ig vouched for by 
the sheriff ot the county, that the chief 
of police, since this application was 
made, admitted that he paid King $0 
to come and testify in the case. As to 
J. P. Newman, it is shown by affidavits 
of W. KF, Marcrum, an alderman of Co- 
lumbus; E, J. Wynn, the present re- 
corder of Columbus; Ww, H, McCrory, 
former recorder of Columbus; W. A. 
Kline and others that Newman tIis a 
man of bad character and unworthy of 
behief. It is just to Newman, however, 
to sav that H. L. Watson, foreman of 
the round house of the Central of 
Georgia Railwas Company, and E. G. 
Gross, master mechanic with whom 
Newman works, he being an engineer, 
testified to his good character. It is 
shown by affidavits that Newman did 
not take the oath before he gave his 
testimony, and one witness swears that 
Newman was not sworn and admitted 
so after the trial. Newman himself 
says he can’t remember whether he 
was sworn or not. This may or may 
not be important. If he was not sworn, 
and was conscious of it at the time, 
then he knew he incurred no penalty 
for not speaking the truth, and the life 
of a human being should not be taken 
on his evidence. This would not be a 
ground for a new trial, as has been 
ruled repeatedly, but it should appeal 
to the paraoning power to prevent a 
possible wrong that would grow out 
of the strict enforcement of the rules 
of law. With this new evidence be- 
fore them, every juror upon oath says 
that he would not have convicted ap- 
plicant without a recommendation to 
life imprisonment, and Gesires their 
verdict changed in that respect. As 
the punishment under the law is con- 
trolled by the desire of the jury act- 
ing under their oaths, no harm can 
come to the law and orderly procedure 
in the courts by complying with their 
desire now expressed under oath. This 
conclusion is more readily reached 
when it is apparent that without the 
testimony of these witnesses this would 
have been a case where an officer 
wag killed while attempting to make 
an unauthorized arrest and the crime 
would not have been more than volun- 
tary manslaughter under the reepated 
rulings of our courts.

Then their present 
attitude can only be accounted for oan 
the theory that upon further investi- 
gation and i¢fiection the people as a 
whole have “tome to the conclusion 
that the first impression of this case 
Wag erroneous, and now they think it 
was a case where an unauthorized ar- 
rest was being attempted by an inex- 
perienced officer, and he was killed in 
the attempt. At any rate, for some 
reason the people who were formerly 
aroused against Jefferson now desire 
to save his life. If he is executed un- 
der these condift.ons, it will be as much 
a shock to the/community as the crime 
when committed, and no good can 
grow out of it. Thig is especially true 
since the respite of the condemned 
man. It brings him twice in the 
shadow of the gallows. When the re- 
spite was granted for further consid- 
eration, and yhen the applicant's at- 
torneys have complied with the condi- 
tions of securing the affidavits of all the 
trial jurors that they now desire their 
verdict changed so as to recommend 
life imprisonment, and the hope has 
arisen in the breast of the applicant 
that his life will be spared, we do not 
think he should be allowed to be exe- 
cuted, and this hope destroyed, It is 
too great punishment for an 
being to have to undergo, e there- 
fore recommend thiat the sentence be 
commuted to iife imprisomentin the 
penitentiary.”

Sta- 
tistics compiled by the state board of health, under Dr. H. F. Har- 
s, show that while the twentieth-century creed of health has made 
phenomenal headway in the city, its vital meaning has yet to be 
fully absorbed in the country precincts. In so far as the Confer- 
hence for Education in the South merges all factors in a determined 
' crusade against disease, which is synonymous of inefficiency— 
encouraging, for instance, such sweeping movements as state-wide 
| medical ‘inspection of school children in every southern state—it 
will work materially for the south’s advancement in each other 
ichannel. For health is the foundation upon which each other phase 
_of progress and greatness is builded. 
! 
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| AS GROWS THE CHILD, SO THE RACE, 


No race is stronger than its childr@n. That is the principle be- 
‘hind the creation of a children’s bureau in the department of com- 
aes and labor, the bill for which has passed both houses of con- 
igress. The object of the bill is the collection and dissemination 
of data relating to all phases and conditions of child life. Infant 
‘mortality and its causes, the birthrate, orphanages, juvenile courts 
and their effects, dangerous occupations, diseases of children—all 
and singular of the factors which have to do with the origin and 
evolution of children will come under the purview of:the new bu- 
reau's probe. [It is proposed to make public the data gained, from 
time to time, in the belief that as light concerning juvenile subjects 
is more available, the individual states will develop a more intelli- 
gent attitude toward its coming citizens. 

No movement could be of more consecrated motive of vital 
‘interest. We have been telling ourselves these centuries that the 
acorn is father to the oak, that as the twig is bent the tree’s in- 
clined, and other platitudes of like substance—and proceeded blithe- 
ly to ignore in practice the underlying philosophy they embody. 
We have been establishing and giving millions annually to bureaus 
for the suppression and investigation of diseases in hogs—none for 
children! The San Jose scale and the Mexican cotton boll weevil 
have challenged our experts and tapped our willing treasuries—the 
children of the race have gone begging. 

One is staggered by an attempt to estimate the saving in hu- 
man woe, not to cite the dollars and cents side, had society applied 
for several generations the assiduity toward its human plants as 
toward its vegetable plants and animal assets. Certainly, the race 
would today have been infinitely stronger. Instead of letting the 
brutal ‘law of the survival of the fittest operate to its own caprice, 
we would have intervened and made children fit to survive under 
the law. 

The awakening, however belated, is a salutary one and ‘marks 
a new epoch in our history. The day the government realizes the 
child as its most precious asset, and nourishes it as such, celebrates 

a turning point toward an era with many suggestions in it of the 
aliens.

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GOOD ROADS QUESTION 
WILL BE INVESTIGATED 


Washington, April 11.—A widespread 
investigation of the good roads ques- 
tion by congress is contemplated bv a 
favorable report on the Underwood 
resolution, presented today by Repre- 
sentative Henry, of Texas, chairman of 
the house rules committee. The reso- 
lution, which was withdrawn under 
objections and which will be submitted 
later in the week, contemplates the 
appointment of a committee of three 
members of the senate and three from 
the house to investigate the policy of 
road buidling, improvement and main- 
tenance in the various states with a 
view to national supervision and as- 
sistance in the work. 

A national highway from the Cana- 
dian border just south of Winnepeg 
through the Dakotas, Nebraska, Kan- 
sas and Oklahoma to Galveston, Texas, 
was proposed ina bill introduced to- 
day by Senator Ower f#ontemplating an 
appropriation of $2, 0,000.

Organizations and societies of farm- 
ers are exempted from the provisions 
of the anti-trust law when they bind 
themselves by agreements looking to 
getting better prices for their products, 
unless the act Is In itself unlawful. 

Under this bill the Farmers’ Union 
could absolutely control the price of 
cotton if its members desired, 

The bill goes farther than the Wilson 
bill, introduced in the house by the 
chairman of the committee on labor. 
It has delighted the national Iegisla- 
tive officers of the American Fedcra- 
tion of Labor. 

Mr. Bacon is a member of the senate 
judiciary committee and recognized as 
one of the ablest and soundest lawyers 
in that body.

There are several accounts of the in- 
troduction of the English sparrow into 
the United States and they all differ. 
The fact that they are here ia the one 
thet concerns us much more today than 
how they were introduced.

Lice and Mites. 

On .every hand among the poultry 
breeders vou hear: “The season is 
about two months late: we will have to 
get a move on iis to catch up.” 

We cannot hear from the lice and 
mites, for they cannot talk, but they 
realize that they are in the same boat 
They are silently 
at work, and they will, now that the 
warm weather is upon us to remain, 
s00n burst upon us like a tornado. 

-It is-too late to try to prevent their 
advene.. This should have been done 
last winter when they were asleep We 
will have to fight them with their eves 
open.” So go to work and dip your 
fowls—every one of them. Use any 
one of the advertised coal oil prepara- 
tions, creoline, zenoleum, chloro-naph- 
thpleum. In a few days dip them 
again, in order to kill those just hatch- 
ed out from the eggs that the first dip 
did not destroy. 

Use these preparations and disinfect 
your houses and nests. Paint every 
nest and henhouse with coal tar creo- 
sote. Keep a sharp eye on the setting 
hens. Use lice powder freely. When 
they come off grease the naked part of 
th breasts and the under part of the 
wings with lard. Do not forget that 
you have a fight on your hands with an 
enemy that never sleeps in summer.

Shipping baby—day-old—chicks is a 
new feature in the poultry industry. 
Many who are shipping them out do 
not know yet how to handle them, and 
very few who receive them understand 
caring for them. 

The little fellows are 
from an incubator with the tempera- 
ture at about 103 degrees, put into 
the shipping case, cold, hurried off to 
the express office, where they remain 
for sometime in the cold, then put 
into a hot express car, out again they 
go into the cold in the other express 
Office and finally get to the purchaser, 
who applies heat again, and the result 
is death to the chicks. 

This is, I admit, a 
statement, but that the 
the case, no one who handles baby 
chicks will deny. 

The chickens received by Mr. Smith 
were baby handled and the “spraddled 
legs’ and “crooked toes” were caused 
by too much heat and the sudden 
change from heat to cold. They 
should have been placed when receiv- 
ed in a comfortable brooder with a 
ground floor-—-not aboard floor. A 
little chick should have his feet on 
old mother earth as quickly as possible 
after the hatch. There is a warmpth 
in the earth that seems to put strength 
in their bodies that artificial heat 
fails to giye. They should be only 
comfortably warm. Heat kills more 
little chickens than cold—-a sudden 
change from hot to cold is disastrous. 
They should be given grit, wheat bran 
and alfalfa meal. In one hour give 
them a little small grain, do not stuff 
them with soft food—corn mal will 
cause white diarrhea. Be sure that 
they get plenty of fresh air-—but do 
not let the wind blow on them. heep 
them dryv—should any of them get sick, 
kill them and burn them. 

It may have been caused by im- 
perfect incubation, or weak germs, or 
both, but ] am rather inclined to think 
that the handling from start to finish 
was responsible for your trouble.

And Demand Recognition of 
National Drainage Projects, | 


) 


Delegates at New Orleans As-| 
sert That Neither Party Is; 
Carrying Out Pledges—Mc- | 

Callie Tells of New Drainage: 


Laws Enacted by Georgia. 


New Orleans, April 11.—An Immedi- 
ate gathering of the friends of national 
urainage projects in Washington, to 
further the interests of the states in- 
terested in the National Drainage Con- 
gress, was urged by Senator Francis G. 
Newlands, of Nevada, in his address to- 
day before the congress in session here. 
Added impetus was given to the gen- 
eral subject of drainage and the work 
outlined by the congress in the other 
addresses delivered. 

Congressman Joseph k. Ransdell, of 
Louisiana, president of the National 
Rivers“and Harbors Congress, and Col- 
onel E. J. Watson, commissioner of ag- 
riculture, commerce and industries of 
South Carolina, created enthusiasm 
with their appeals to the delegates and 
officers of the congress to carry on the 
fight relentlessly for federal recognl- 
tion. 

Progress of Drainage and Conservation. 

South Atlantic and gulf. states, 
through S. W. McCallie, state geologist 
of Georgia; Colonel Watson, of South 
Carolina; Dr. Oscar Dowling, president 
of the Louisiana state board of health, 
and Dr. Creighton Wellman, of the 
medical department of Tulane univer- 
sity, told the congress what was being 
done in these states in the way of 
drainage and conservation. 

“T am glad that there are 600 dele- 
gates here from all portions of the na- 
tion, who haveshown by their attend- 
ance their willingness to join sands 
for real work, real results in a real 
way. Back of it all is the making of 
a home and farm upon the land, and it 
is well Known that the backbone of 
this great nation is made of the farm- 
ers of this country,’ said Colonel 
Watson. 

‘If this national movernment can 
put water on land that is crying for 
water, it can certainly take water off 
land that has too much. The national 
government should be _ interested in 
anything for the benefit of mankind, 
and especially the public health. Let 
us seek legislation along sound com- 
mon-sense lines; let congress stop 
fritting away its time tinkering with 
the tariff merely for political effect, 
and solely for the purpse of getting 
back into office, and do something that 
will bring real benefit to our people.” 

MecCallle on Georgia's Work. 

Mr. McCallie, of Atlanta, Ga., ex- 
plained the new and up-to-date drain- 
age laws that had just been enacted 
by his state, adding that the move- 
ment of drainage and conservation is 
just taking on new life. 

He spoke of the Okefenokee swamp 
anqd other swamp areas that totaled 
4.210 square miles, big enough and 
rich enough in plant food, if drained 
and properly cultivated, to fufnish 
sufficient food for half the population 
of the state according to the last cen- 
sus. 

Congressman Ransdell, speaking of 
the present flooded condition of the 
Mississippi river, took occasion to re- 
fute a statement recently made that 
Louisiana was in danger of being 
flooded. He said that only one-third 
of the state could possibly be visited 
by such a catastrophe, but that this 
even Was very remote, as the levees 
were absolutely in no danger of giving 
away. 

Senator Newlands, in beginning his 
address, brought applause from” the 
delegates when he read from the plat- 
forms of both big political parties the 
promises containeq in each regarding 
drainage and reclamation. 


Sham Economy. 


“It is time,” said he, “for congress 
to stop its attempts at sham economy 
in order to make a.showing at the 
next election. Delegations are appear- 
ing before committees from this City, 
and from that making known the 
wants of different communities. Why 
should not the executive committee of 
the drainage congress and other simi- 
lar organizations go at once to Wash- 
ington and tell what the nation 
wants? 

"What ig this drainage congress 
asking for? Nothing more. than the 
democratic and republican parties have 
promised. Let these committees show 
the party leaders that here is a pledge 
vet unfilled. The Roosevelt policy is 
the same policy we are contending 
for today. The creation of boards and 
a fund to carry out the plans of con- 
servation, a policy unanimously in- 
dorsed by that famous conference of 
governors which Mr, Roosevelt called 
at the white house.” 

Senator Newlands reminded the dele- 
gates that the democrats had been in 
power in the house for some time and 
that this pledge conservation was 
still unperformed. 

To Remind Speaker Clark. 

Speaker Clark, said he, had said that 
this session of the house would be 
one of performance and _ that all 
pledges of the party had been per- 
formed or was in process of perform- 
ance, 

“I propgse,” he continued, “that Mr. 
Clark be made cognizant of this pledge 
and impress the fact that the party 
cannot go into the next election with 
an unperformed promise, It is in the 
first plank on waterways. Everything 
we want was promised us three years 
azo, and I urge that we insist that we 
Rat it.” 

Dr. Dowling and Dr. Wellman spoke 
of the bearing drainage and conserva- 
tion of overflow lands had upon health 
and betterment of sanitary conditions. 
Stereopticon lectures tonight by G. G, 
Earl and W. EF. Monroe, of Louisiana, 
and M. O, Leighton, of the United 
States geological survey, Washington, 
ended the day’s program. 

The nominating committee tonight 
decided upon former Governor David 
R. Francis, of Missour!, for president 
of the congress; Edmund T. Perkins, 
of Chicago, for the first vice president, 
and Colonel EB. J. Watson, of Colum- 
bia, S. C., second vice president.

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SAY HIS LAWYERS 


Statements Made Regarding 


the Case by Detective 
Buaghn Are Attacked. 


Aiken, 8S. C., April 11.—(Special.)—A 
detailed statement of the Beach case 
was prepared by Aiken attorneys 
representing Mr, Beach this afternoon 
as tollows: 

“There has been so much said in 
the newspapers which is misleading 
concerning the warrant that has been 
taken out for Mr. Frederick O. Beach 
for the alleged agsault and battery on 
his wife, Mrs. Camilla Beach, and 
about his leaving this country that we 
ask the public, and especially the peo- 
ple of Aiken county, from whom will 
be drawn the jury who have to try 
him, not to be biased by misleading 
statements and rumors, but to await 
“a proper frame of mind and legal in- 
vestigation of the case. 

“The night of February 26, 1912, his 
wite went in the yard near the Turner 
cottage to aid her dogs and was 
brutally assaulted by a man, who she 
swears was a negro, but whom she 
could not identify, who entered from 
the front gate and followed her up in 
the yard. She screamed and her hus- 
band, who was in the Turner cottage, 
ang had been there the whole evening 
(which can be provea by indisputable 
evidence), rushed out to her and 
negro Tran away. 

“Mrs. Beach clasped Mr, Beach, she 
reeking in blood from the cut on her 
neck and he was covered in blood from 
taking hold of her. He carried her 
inside the cottage ahd soon neighbors 
came. She never then, when she was 
thought to be dying, ang never since 
has uttered a. rumur or a notion that 
Mr. Beach had assaulted her. An in- 
mate of the house, not a servant, but a 
visitor, Miss Hollins, of New York, 
will prove these facts beyond ques- 
tion. They testified on every occasion 
they were asked to testify, and, before 
they left Aiken, notified the mayor of 
the city, Mr. Gyles, and the solicitor of 
the second circuit, Mr. Gunter, that 
they intended to leave and that they 
were going to Europe, and with their 
permission gid leave. Mrs. Beach was 
in nervous condition, of course, and 
they left New York sooner than the; 
had intended for tuat reason. 

“Next to the Turner cottawe is the 
Lyons home, and on the night that Mrs, 
Beach was stricken and in a _ short 
period before the assault upon her, two 
Swiss maids, employed by Mrs. Josef 
Hofman, testify that they wére ac- 
costed and assaulted by a negro on 
Laurene streeZ, who left them and went 
in the direction -of the Lyons cottage. 
A neigress named Pearl Hampton testi- 
fies she was assaulted by a colored 
man soon afterwards. 

“We state upon authority tndisput- 
able and upon our reputation that it ts 
not so, as has been intimated in dis- 
patches from Aiken, that Baughn, the 
detective, had to make great efforts to 
get Mr. Beach’s knife. We state in 
the same way that Mr. Beach volun- 
tarily, upon the request of Mayor Gyles 
and this detective, on the night of the 
24th of March, tne day before he left 
for New York, delivered the knife in 
question to Mr. Gyles and the detec- 
tive. It was a small pen knife kept 
by Mr. Beach on the end of his chain 
which he wore in his waistcoat,”

Premier Asquith was greeted with 
prolonged cheers from the Mationalists 
and liberals when he rose to speak. He 
took up the narrative of home rule at 
the point at which the late Willlam 
Kwart Gladstone left off nineteen 
years ago, pointing ou’ that through 
all the politicar changes and through 
peace and war the insistence and per- 
Sistence of the Irish demand for hoine 
rule had remained constant. 

The vote of Ireland, he said, was 
preponderantly in favor of home rule 
and the right of a relatively small mi- 
nority in Ulster to vote ne will of the 
va8t majority of the Irish people could 
not be admitted. He had always pre- 
sented the case of home rule for Ire- 
land as the first step in a large scheme 
of evolution. The separate concerns 
of the different parts of the United 
Kingdom could, he sgaid& never be 
treated adequately until they had been 
handed over to their special represen- 
tatives.

Provisions of the Bill. 

The bill provides for the establish- 
ment of an Irish parliament consisting 
of a senate and a house of commons, 
with power to make laws for peace, 
order and good government in Ireland. 

The bill provides that the matters to 
be excluded from the control of the 
Irish parliament are the crown, the 
army and the navy, imperial affairs, 
the Irish land purchase and the old 
age pensions and national insurance 
acts, the Irish constabulary, the post- 
office savings bank and public loans 
in addition to those excluded by the 
home rule bill of 1893, which left the 
customs under the control of the im- 
perial government. 

The Irish constabulary is to be auto- 
matically transferred to the Irish gov- 
ernment after six years, and power is 
given by the bill to the Irish parlia- 
ment to demand the transfer of the old 
age pensions and insurance act to its 
control on giving a year's notice to the 
imperial government. 

The Irish parliamen* ‘s debarred 
from altering the home rule bill, or the 
power to appeal to the privy council. 

Fer Religious Equality. 

Provision is made for the protection 
lof religious equality in Ireland and 
stipulating that the Irish parliament 
cannot make laws, directly or indirect- 
ly, to establish or toendow any reli- 
gion or to prohibit the free exercise 
thereof, or to give a_ preference or 
privilege to any religion or to make 
any religious ceremony a condition of 
validity of any marriage. 

The lord lieutenant of Ireland is to 
have the power to veto or suspend any 
bill on the instruction of the imperial 
executive. 

Sir Edward leader of the 
Irish unionist party, denounced the 
government's proposals as ridiculous 
and antagonistic, and declared that the 
safeguards in the bill were delusions. 

John Redmond, the leader of the na- 
tionalist party, pronounced the bill a 
great measure,

AGAINST FUTURES 


Being Framed by House Com- 
mittee—It Will Pass the 
House. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, April 11.—(Special.)— 
Another anti-option bill is being 
framed by the house committee on ag- 
riculture, of which Representative John 
Lamb, of Virginia, is chairman, and 
will be reported to the house at an 
early date. No difficulty is anticipated 
in. passing the measure through the 
house, but its fate in the senate is giv- 
ing the friends of the measuré cause 
for concern, 

At the last session a drastic and 
anti-option bill was sent over to the 
senate, and never came out of commit- 
tee, 

It is learned that the house commit-’ 
tee will not accept in entirety any of 
the bills introduced by various south- 
ern members to prohibit the buying and 
selling of ‘‘futures,” but the committee 
will draft a measure embodying the 
better features of ali the bills ofered. 
The composite anti-option bill will be 
drastic in its provisions, and if enactea 
into law will stop altogether all trad- 
ing in what ts termed fuTures on the 
cutton and grain exchanges.. The mem- 
bers of the committee have yet to de- 
termine whether the restrictions ap- 
Plying to grain contracts will be as 
broad as those applying to cotton. 

Representative Burleson, of Texas, 
introduced on the first day of the ses- 
Fion a bill which probably will form 
the besis of the(committee measune. 
Tiie Burleson bill) applies only to cot- 
ton futures, butAn all probability will 
be amended to/include the grain ex- 
changes f 

The bill, whan reported, is expected 
to contain provisions which will pro- 
hibit any telephone or telegraph line 
from handling messages relating to 
futures contracts. The transmission 
through the tmails of matter relating to 
such contracts will also be forbidden. 
Beore accepting a message which refers 
to the sale or purchase of cotton or 
Sraiy for future delivery, the telegraph 
and telephone companies are to be re- 
quired tu exact an affidavit from the 
sender of such messages that the cot- 
ton, or grain, is for actual and not the- 
oretical delivery or receipt. A heavy 
penalty will be provided in the event a 
speculator makes a false affidavit or 
if a telegraph line abets gambling in 
futures. 


SENATOR BACON WORKS 
FOR GEORGIA RIVERS 


April 11.—(Spectal.)— 
Senator Bacon has introduced amend- 
ments to the rivers and harbors ap- 
propriation bill to inclwde an allow- 
ance of $19,150 for improving St. 
Mary's river; and also increasing the 
amount for the Altamaha, Ocmulgee 
and Oconee rivers from $40,000 to 
$75,000, 

in urging the support of the latter 
appropriation Senator Bacon quotes 
Colonel Dan ©. Kingman, the district 
engineer, as being heartily in favor of 
the project, and as estimating that the 
total work will cost $635,360 and can 
be completed in five years. He urges 
that $155,360 be provided the first year, 
and four annual installments of $120,- 
000. 

“There is no such river system 
the United States as this one,” sars 
“Senator Bacon, -‘that receives such 
scant recognition by the government, 
nor is there one where there would 
be more immediate and greater returns 
from a proper improvement.” 

Referring to the engineers’ report 
on the Saltillo river that it is “not at 
this time worthy of improvement,” 
Senator Bacon insists that the $10,000 
appropriation asked for to remove 
snags and similar obstructions in the 
river, should be granted. He says the 
river is one of the-~best in the state 
and has a depth of 20 feet in low 
water up to thirty miles above its 
mouth. 


FALSE REPORT SPREAD 
OF DEATH OF POPE 


Rome, April 11.—The origin of the 
astounding dispatch from Madrid, 
which purported to have the authority 
of the papal nunciature there, an- 
nouncing the death of the pope, is 
incomprehensible to the vatican, from 
which no communication was sent 
which could possibly be construed into 
such an erroneous report. The pope's 
condition today was as physically per- 
fect as could be expected in one of 
his years. 

The pope’ Ysician, Dr. Marchia- 
fava, after : iling the report this 
evening, authorized the statement that 
the condition of the pontiff is nor- 
mal and satisfactory. Cardinal Merry 
del Val, the papal secretary of state, 
was more explicit. He said the pope 
had been in excellent health through- 
out the whole winter.
